M 



FACEBOOK 

Language in 
Walter Raddatz’s 
posts similar to 
Freemen speak 

The man who opened fire on Ed¬ 
monton police officers Monday, 
killing Const. Daniel Woodall, 
took his own life, an autopsy 


has revealed. 

The medical examiner con¬ 
firmed Thursday that Norman 
Walter Raddatz died of a self- 
inflicted gunshot wound before 
a fire consumed his home. 

The details of Raddatz’s death 
emerge as posts believed to be his 
showed he railed online about 
police, courts and paying taxes 
and spewed derogatory terms 
about black people and homo¬ 


sexuals. 

A source says Raddatz had 
a Faceboolc account under the 
name Dino Stomper. 

In May and August of 2014, 
parking tickets for vehicles sit¬ 
ting outside Raddatz’s bungalow 
were posted on Faceboolc. Two 
tickets were for an old motor- 
home that was eventually towed 
because it had been parked too 
long on the street. 


Raddatz complained it had 
been stolen. 

“Unlawful seizure without 
warrant or just cause, and I 
was threatened with arrest!!” 
he wrote, adding those against 
him would be held accountable 
for trespassing and harassment. 
“They will have to drag me to 
court by force.” 

Police have said they were 
investigating Raddatz for anti- 


Semitic bullying of an Edmonton 
man and his family dating back 
to Februaiy 2014. They feared for 
their safety and filed a complaint 
a few months ago. The Faceboolc 
rants use similar language to that 
of Freemen groups, who claim 
they are not bound by authorities 
and don’t have to pay taxes or 
fines as they never consented to

Funicular cost climbs

Edmonton’s proposed funicu¬ 
lar into the river valley could 
cost as much as $33 million 
and won’t be ready for a 2017 
target date. 

That could be a problem. 

City councillors will debate 
a report on the proposed fu¬ 
nicular that would transport 
people down from 100 Street, 
where the current wooden 
staircase is, into the river val¬ 
ley. 

City staff now estimate the 
project will cost somewhere 
between $21.5 million and $33 
million, with a more precise 
price tag still hard to pinpoint. 

The project, which would 
include a bridge over Grier¬ 
son Hill Road, is to be funded 
through a grant with the River

Valley Alliance and the federal 
government each picking up 
a third of the cost. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said he 
is worried about the higher 
costs and thinks council might 
have to rethink it. 

“That’s a lot of money,” he 
said. “I think council needs 
to have another rumpus on 
this one.” 

Coun. Ben Henderson said 


walking away from the project 
would be letting go of money. 

“It’s money we have already 
put in the budget and we 
would have to give the other 
two thirds back, because there 
is no other place to spend it.” 

Council had hoped to 
stretch the dollars in the grant 
program so it would include 
a mechanized access south of 
the river as well, but Hender¬ 


son said the overall funds com¬ 
mitted haven’t really changed. 

“It’s in the ballpark of what 
we originally put aside to do 
this project.” 

The city’s grant was set to 
expire if work was not com¬ 
pleted before 2017, but Peter 
Ohm, branch manager of 
urban planning, said they’re 
confident that won’t be a 
problem.

Since the project is still in the 
early stages, cost estimates 
vary considerably, but the ad¬ 
ministration expects the price 
tag to fall between $21.5 mil¬ 
lion and $33 million. The cost 
to operate and maintain the 
funicular would be approxi¬ 
mately $475,000 per year. 


People would board behind 
the Fairmont MacDonald and 
ride to a promenade that 
would bridge over Grierson 
Hill Road. Then they could 
take stairs or an elevator to the 
valley. The funicular wouldn't 
require an operator and it 
could fit about 16 passengers. 


The city, the River Valley Alli¬ 
ance and the federal govern¬ 
ment would all partner on the 
project. The money has been 
in place for several years for 
some kind of access to the val¬ 
ley, but the city looked at and 
abandoned another proposal 
before this project came to be. 


From the top of the bank, 
down to the bridge over 
Grierson Hill Road and 
then down an elevator to 
the valley floor, the city 
estimates it would take three 
minutes and 44 seconds.

Intimate cabaret fills void 
left by the Artery’s closure 


When the Artery shut its doors 
in March, downtown Edmon¬ 
ton lost one of its few intim¬ 
ate live music venues, a space 
where fledgling singer/song¬ 
writers, poets and even Fringe 
plays could find an audience. 

While a number of late- 
night bars, pubs and dance 
clubs have popped up along 
Jasper Avenue and area in the 
past several years, such venues 
are different than the “come 
to see a show” niche the Ar¬ 
tery had (now taken up, to 
some extent, by the nearby 
Starlite Room). 

It may be an unlikely candi¬ 
date for the job, but the Club 
at the Citadel may become that 
needed performance space 
in the city core, with its just- 


announced season lineup and 
focus on made-in-Edmonton 
talent. 

“Our original cabarets will 
showcase the talents of the 
best indie performers Edmon¬ 
ton has to offer,” said Neil 
Grandeur, marketing coordin¬ 
ator with the Beyond the Stage 
series at the Club. 

“Traditional theatre attend¬ 
ance has dropped, but there’s 
a surge in social, intimate art 
events,” said Citadel Theatre 
executive director Penny Ritco 
who, with Artistic Director 
Bob Baker saw the potential 
of turning a cavernous lower- 
level theatre space into what 
has become a sought-after spot 
for up-and-comers or national 
sensations. “People respond to 


the room (chandeliers, high 
ceilings, soft table lighting) 
and the social experience.”

Whether the province will roll 
the dice on online gambling 
is not a decision the new NDP 
government will make soon. 

Earlier this year, the Alberta 
Gaming and Liquor Commis¬ 
sion put out a call asking com¬ 
panies if they could provide 
a “turn-key” internet gaming 


solution, but the bid stressed 
the government was only ask¬ 
ing for interested parties, not 
offering contracts. 

“It was just a request for what 
we could have,” said Michelle 
Hynes-Dawson, a spokeswoman 
for the commission. “There 
was a lot of interest and lots 
of vendors out there,” she said. 

But Finance Minister Joe 
Ceci’s press secretaiy Carolyn 
Gregson said online gambling is 
not something they’re focused 
on right now. 

Instead, she said, the top pri¬ 
ority is the spending bills com¬ 
ing to the legislature. 

“It’s all interim supply right 
now,” she said. “It (online gam¬ 
bling) is probably something he

will look at more closely over 
the summer.” 

When Metro first reported 
the province was considering 
the move, NDP MLA Brian 
Mason said it was a crass at¬ 
tempt to get more provincial 
revenues. 

“They’re going to exploit 
people who have weaknesses 
and addictions in order to make 
up for lost revenues,” he said.

Leela Aheer, energy critic 
for the opposition Wildrose 
party, said hiring Mitchell 
sends a troubling message to 
an already jittery oil and gas 
industry. 


The NDP has already prom¬ 
ised to review royalties, hike 
corporate taxes, bring in new 
climate change rules, introduce 
an energy efficiency policy, 
accelerate the phase out of 
coal-fired electricity genera¬ 
tion, and ban gas drilling in 
urban areas.

POETRY 

Somali-born poet 
finds champions in 
mayor, art circles 


While Edmonton applauds its 
ever-increasing business start¬ 
ups and “make something Ed¬ 
monton” entrepreneurs, there 
are those achieving success in 
quieter fashion. 

Ahmed (Knowmadic) Ali is 
a 30-year-old Edmontonian 
making a life (and a living) as 
an artist, while also making 
a difference in his adopted 
community. 

Ali talked with Metro about 
being a newcomer to the city, 
the power of the spoken word, 
and why he’s fond of Mayor 
Don Iveson. 

Q: What does the name 
Knowmadic signify? 

A: My father herded animals in 
Somalia, but I couldn’t do that. 
So I chose the name Knowmad¬ 
ic, which means I’m a know- 
ledge-based nomad — I herd 
words. I work with many new¬ 
comers to the city, and they 
can’t really get the language 
and double-meaning of much 
of my poetry. But I have a relat- 
ability other new immigrants 
can feel. I’ve been where they 
are, and people can connect to 
that. I tell them “either speak 
or be spoken for.” 

Q: What does success mean 
to you? 

A: I raised myself after my 
parents went back to Somal¬ 
ia when I was 16.1 didn’t do 
well in high school but found 
theatre, a way to empower 
myself through language that 
helped me through my strug¬ 
gles. When I moved back to 
Edmonton I met my wife and 
Titi (Titilope Sonuga) — we 
founded the Breath in Poet¬ 
ry Collective — and it con¬ 
tinues to grow. Ours is a wel¬ 
coming place, open to white, 
black, gay, straight — any¬ 
one. I’m not an “African poet” 
though I’m labelled as such. 
But I’vewritten poems about

Africa, my mother, refugees, 
ignorance, First Nations and 
more. I came from a house 
made of cow s--t and sticks, 
so being a social entrepreneur 
and a full-time artist — that’s 
success. 

Q: You're on the shortlist to 
become the city's next poet 
laureate, which would make 
you the first-ever African- 
born poet laureate in Can¬ 
ada (and possibly in North 
America). What does that 
mean for you? 

A: I’m community-driven — 
I’ve worked with Boyle Street, 
Big Brothers Big Sisters and 
have a poem in a high school 
textbook. Poetry is my job, 
but it’s also medicine for me. 
Edmonton is like a big small 
town, a place where I’m not 
overpowered, so I can start 
something here, and it grows. 
The mayor and the arts com¬ 
munity have championed me 
— there’s a social awareness 
and a welcoming that gives 
me the momentum to carry 
on my work. An artist’s soil 
is their community.

the report says. 

Glen Carriere, owner of 
Baba Finks — which took over 
an old ticket booth station at 
Central LRT station — said 
there are hurdles in operating 
a business in or near a transit 
centre but, regardless, it’s a 
good investment. 

“Conceptually, it’s a very 
good idea. But the city has to 
look at it from a business point 
of view ... and maybe they in¬ 
itially should have a very low 
licensing rate agreement and 
increase it as a person adjusts,” 
said Carriere. 

“But I like the idea and I 
think Edmontonians do too.” 

Toronto, Montreal, New 
York and other transit-dense 
cities have businesses operat¬ 


ing within their systems, with 
everything from convenience 
stores to cafes popping up 
where commuters can grab 
something quick and continue 
with their travels. 

For Edmonton, investing in 
infrastructure that encourages 
development around the city’s 
mass transit centres could be 
an easy win, the report argues. 

“Entering into agreements 
to improve integration with 
transit can cost more up front, 
but the long-term payoff for 
developers and their prospect¬ 
ive tenants and buyers, as well 
as for broader city-building 
objectives, can be significant,” 
reads the report. 

City administration has al¬ 
ready put together a commit¬ 
tee to look at transit-oriented 
development.

Giving a new look 
to unloved alleys

Animate the 
Alley project 
brings dead 
spaces to life

Wesley Andreas is giving life 
to an underused, under-ap¬ 
preciated space in Edmonton. 

It’s his garage door in an 
alley. And it’s something he 
hopes others copy. 

“In older neighbourhoods, 
people see alleyways as gar¬ 
ages with paint falling off and 
cracks in the concrete,” said 
Andreas. “We see it as an ugly 
space, yet that’s where we have 


our experience of neighbour¬ 
hood.” 

Andreas started a project 
called Animate the Alley, as 
part of the June 21 DIYcity pro¬ 
gram with Make Something 
Edmonton. 

The DIY event encourages 
citizens like Andreas to make 
a space a place by transforming 
it via art, materials or just a 
great idea — bringing life to 
a spot where currently there 
isn’t much. 

Andreas will do his part by 
painting the door on his alley- 
side garage in Spruce Grove in 
bright colours with a depiction 
of people. 

While alleys are often seen 
as dead spaces, people use 
them as cycling paths, a place 
to walk their dog or meet their 
neighbours, said Andreas. 

“We can animate public 
spaces, but there’s a lot of 


people who own property. It’s 
nice as property owners to take 
ownership of their space and 
make it more animated,” said 
Andreas. 

It’s an idea McCauley resi¬ 
dents adopted back in 2012, to 
make the alleyways more lively 
and to deter bad behaviour. 

Paula Cornell was one of 
those who painted spaces in 
the neighbourhood just east 
of downtown as part of the 
Reclaim the Lane project, some¬ 
thing she encourages all resi¬ 
dents to look at. 

“If you take care of neglected 
spaces, people generally think 
Well, maybe I should take of 
my space too,”’ she said. 

The city currently does not 
have a regular alley renewal 
project, but will do upgrades 
to the road structure if there 
is other work being done in 
the area.

Ex-CBC host 
argued he was 
owed a million 
for one deal 

Former CBC host Evan Solomon 
was contemplating suing his art 
collector partner in February for 
not paying in full a $l-million 
commission he believed he was 
owed. 

“I do expect to be paid the full 
balance owing in accordance to 
our agreement and as reflected 
in my invoice,” Solomon wrote 
in an email to art collector Bruce 
Bailey. If the money did not ar¬ 
rive by March 1, Solomon said, “I 
will have no choice but to explore 
legal recourses available to me.” 

Solomon was fired this week 
from his two CBC hosting jobs 
after Torstar News Service re¬ 
ported he was taking secret 
commission payments on art 
sales to people he dealt with as 
a journalist. 

Leading up to Februaiy, Solo¬ 
mon and Bailey had a solid part¬ 
nership. Bailey, the wealthy col¬ 
lector from Port Hope, Ont., had 
the art. Solomon, host of Power 
and Politics on television and 
The House on CBC Radio, had 
the growing circle of powerful 
contacts. 

Emails between them show a 
giddiness about the future. 

“Wow. The first sale! Well, how 
cool is this? The partnership is 
on the way. Well done Bruce,” 
Solomon wrote on Oct. 31,2013, 
shortly after the first art sale to 
RIM founder Jim Balsillie. The art 
was a modestly priced piece on 
which Solomon received $1,500 
in commission. 

As Torstar previously reported, 
Solomon had sought out Balsillie 


to interview him as a journalist. 
On their first meeting, Solomon 
brought along Bailey. Balsillie, 
who went on to buy numerous 
art pieces from Bailey, has said 
he never knew Solomon was part 
of the deals — and receiving a 
commission. 

“You and I need to raise a glass 
to toast a good first year of work! 
It’s been fun!” Solomon wrote a 
year later, in December 2014, 
after a $22,500 sale of a painting 
was finalized to Mark Carney, 
now governor of the Bank of 
England and former governor 
of the Bank of Canada. Solomon 
took a 10 per cent commission 
on the sale. Carney has not said 
whether he knew Solomon was 


receiving a payment. 

“I think Mark will open doors 
to other buyers,” Solomon wrote 
to Bailey. 

For most of the partnership, 
the value of the artwork had been 
modest relative to what would be 
their final deal, a multi-million- 
dollar painting. Solomon’s com¬ 
missions for the first year, accord¬ 
ing to documents and emails, 


totalled under $100,000. Accord¬ 
ing to their contract, signed in 
2013, Solomon was entitled to a 
10 per cent commission on sales. 

The biggest deal, which came 
earlier this year, concerned a 
painting by Peter Doig, a Scot¬ 
tish artist who spent most of his 
early years in Canada and now 
lives in Trinidad. Doig’s paintings 
have been rising in value and by 


0 SETTLEMENT 

When Bruce Bailey received 
Evan Solomon's invoice, say¬ 
ing Solomon was entitled to 
payment of over $1 million, 
Bailey wrote back to Solo¬ 
mon. "I was deeply shocked 
to receive your invoice," 
he began, adding: "you 
agreed on the phone to take 
$200,000 finder's fee on this 
one time transaction to make 
the deal happen." 

Solomon wrote back: "We 
have always functioned ac¬ 
cording to our initial con¬ 
tract." Solomon went on 
to say that he hoped they 
would continue to have a 
productive partnership. How- 

March this year one would sell 
for almost $26 million U.S. at an 
auction in New York. 

The sale of a Doig promised to 
be profitable for both Solomon 
and Bailey. By Januaiy 2015, Solo¬ 
mon had already lost part of his 
income. That month, the CBC 
banned its hosts from receiv¬ 
ing money for public speaking 
and hosting gigs. Solomon was 
a popular choice as a speaker for 
big organizations. CBC’s public 
disclosure records show that Solo¬ 
mon previously received speak¬ 
er’s fees, but spokesman Chuck 
Thompson would not release 
the amounts Solomon received 
above his CBC salaiy. 

With the Doig sale done, how 
much Solomon would be paid 
became an issue between the 
partners. 

According to emails and docu¬ 
ments, Bailey contended he and 
Solomon had struck a verbal 
agreement to alter their writ¬ 
ten contract so that on art worth 
more than $500,000 he would pay 
Solomon a lower commission. 


ever, Solomon warned, he 
would take legal action if not 
paid the additional amount 
he was owed. 

"Let's not go down this 
route and hurt a very good 
and productive relationship," 
Solomon concluded. 

Between those emails and 
early June, Bailey and Solo¬ 
mon, with the help of legal 
counsel, worked on a settle¬ 
ment. 

Both sides contemplated 
legal action. According to 
sources, Solomon settled for 
the $200,000 and the part¬ 
nership was ended earlier 
this month. 

From Bailey’s point of view, ac¬ 
cording to sources, that reflected 
the fact that while Solomon pro¬ 
vided the introduction to Balsillie 
in 2013, he did little or nothing 
else to earn a brokerage fee on 
any of the transactions. 

When Balsillie purchased the 
Doig from Bailey, emails show 
that Bailey wanted to pay Solo¬ 
mon a $200,000 fee as a “finder’s 
fee,” not a 10 per cent commis¬ 
sion. 

On Februaiy 19, Solomon sent 
an invoice from Four T Produc¬ 
tions, a company run out of his 
Ottawa home, telling Bailey he 
was entitled to a payment of more 
than $1 million, an amount that 
included a 10 per cent commis¬ 
sion on the total value of the 
sale, plus HST, which Solomon 
was collecting. 

Solomon had by this time re¬ 
ceived $100,000, though he would 
later receive a total of $200,000. 
(The Doig sold for a price “in the 
millions,” but Balsillie has not 
revealed the exact price).

Judges nix constables’ jeans protest 


Some judges in Montreal briefly 
refused to take to the bench 
Thursday after courthouse con¬ 
stables showed up wearing non- 
uniform pants. 

Eighty Montreal courthouse 
constables who provide secur¬ 
ity in the building donned jeans 
or camouflage pants in a pres¬ 
sure tactic related to an ongoing 
battle with the provincial gov¬ 
ernment over their collective 
agreement. 

The magistrates were defin¬ 


itely not amused. 

A union representative said 
constables assigned to court¬ 
rooms were told to wear jeans, 
but the judges ordered them 
to change, invoking decorum. 

After about 20 minutes con¬ 
stables assigned to courtrooms 
complied and changed back 
to their regular uniforms. But 
their colleagues monitoring the 
courthouse corridors remained 
in camouflage pants. 

The constables are provincial 


government employees. 

Thursday’s controversy comes 
on the heels of one involving 
Montreal police officers who 
were criticized for wearing cam¬ 
ouflage pants to former premier 
Jacques Parizeau’s funeral this 
week. 

The police officers have been 
wearing camouflage pants and 
red baseball caps since last year, 
protesting against the province’s 
pension reforms. 

The funeral protest prompted 


condemnation from Montreal’s 
mayor and Quebec Premier Phil¬ 
ippe Couillard, who said the 
provincial government intends 
to introduce measures this fall 
to ensure peace officers wear 
their uniforms. 

“It’s a question of respect¬ 
ing what they represent and 
they enforce the law,” Justice 
Minister Stephanie Vallee said 
in Quebec City Thursday. “They 
should dress properly.”

Harper bashes 
Putin, doesn’t 
invite the Pope 
to Canada 

Prime Minister Stephen Harper 
raised the troubling findings 
of the residential schools com¬ 
mission during an unusually 
brief meeting with Pope Fran¬ 
cis Thursday. 

But he stopped short of in¬ 
viting the Pope to Canada to 
apologize. 

Instead, Harper referred to a 
letter sent earlier in the week 
to the Vatican by his aboriginal 
affairs minister that merely 
notified the Holy See of the 
commission. 

“Prime Minis¬ 
ter Harper also 
drew attention 
to the letter sent 
by Minister (Ber¬ 
nard) Valcourt to 
the Holy See re¬ 
garding the Truth 
and Reconcilia¬ 
tion Commis¬ 
sion,” Harper’s 
office said with¬ 
out elaborating. 

Harper’s 10-minute meet¬ 
ing with the Pope Francis was 
surprisingly short by Vatican 
standards. Russian President 
Vladimir Putin had a nearly 
50-minute private audience 
with the pontiff a day earlier. 

The Vatican did not mention 
the residential schools issue 
among the topics discussed. 

The prime minister instead 
chose to pursue the theme that 


has dominated six-day trip to 
Europe: his condemnation of 
Putin. 

“Prime Minister Harper 
addressed the situation in 
Ukraine and his deep concern 
with Vladimir Putin’s aggres¬ 
sion, occupation and violence 
in Ukraine,” said his office. 

Harper went into the meet¬ 
ing facing calls to use the occa¬ 
sion to secure a papal apology 
for the church’s role in Can¬ 
ada’s residential school legacy. 

Perry Bellegarde, the na¬ 
tional chief of the Assembly 
of First Nations, had said the 
meeting would be a “prime op¬ 
portunity” for Harper to raise 
the issue. 

The Truth and Reconciliation 
Commission, which spoke to 
thousands of residential school 
students and documented their 
experiences, 
issued 94 rec¬ 
ommendations 
last week that in¬ 
cluded a call for 
a papal apology 
on Canadian soil. 

Bellegarde said 
a directly apology 
from the Pope 
“would be huge” 
and would help 
bring closure 
to those who suffered atroci¬ 
ties and abuses at the schools, 
many of which were run by the 
Roman Catholic Church. 

Harper’s visit to the Vati¬ 
can came on the final day of 
his six-country European tour, 
and exactly seven years after 
the prime minister issued his 
own apology in the House of 
Commons to residential school 
survivors, the Canadian press

A South Florida homeless man 
has been reunited with an in¬ 
heritance of nearly $10,000 in 
cash, stuffed into two envel¬ 
opes, which he’d accidentally 
left on a bus bench.

Detective Danny 
Mursell said the man is being 
identified only by his first 
name, Joe, for his protection. 

On June 1, the man with¬ 
drew nearly $10,000 from a 
bank account and went shop¬ 
ping, deputies said. Mursell 
said Joe mistakenly left two 
plastic bags of merchandise 
along with the two envelopes 
full of cash on a bench at 
Lauderdale-by-the-Sea. 

Early on June 4, John Har- 
bett said he was on volunteer 
beach patrol looking for turtle 
hatchlings when he spotted an 
envelope containing $3,900 at 
the bus stop nearby. 

A short time later, Deputy 
Ben Koos saw the bags of mer¬ 
chandise and found a second 
envelope with $5,600 inside. 
Investigators found a receipt 
from a clothing store, got a 
surveillance picture of “Joe” 
from the store and tracked 
him down. 

Mursell said the relieved 
man planned to use the funds 
to relocate to Pennsylvania to 
be with family and friends.

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Co-pilot who crashed jet 
feared blindness: Inquiry

Some doctors 
felt Lubitz was 
unfit to fly, says 
prosecution 

Fearing he was going blind, the 
co-pilot who slammed a Ger- 
manwings jet into the Alps took 
sick days at work, upped his 
dosage of an antidepressant, 
and reached out to doctors, but 
they didn’t tell his employer 
they thought he was unfit to 
fly because of German privacy 
laws, a French prosecutor said 
Thursday. 

Marseille prosecutor Brice 
Robin presented new details of 
his criminal investigation into 
the case after meeting in Paris 
with many grieving relatives of 
the 150 people who died on the 
Germanwings flight co-piloted 
by Andreas Lubitz. 

The March 24 crash, blamed 
on Lubitz, has put a spotlight on 


possible mental health issues 
involving flight crews. 

Robin announced he was 
handing over his initial in¬ 
quiry to three investigating 
magistrates who will tiy to de¬ 
termine who — if anyone — 
can be brought to trial in an 
involuntary manslaughter case 
in which the main culprit died 
in the crash. 

The investigation so far “has 
enabled us to confirm without a 
shadow of a doubt... Mr. Andreas 
Lubitz deliberately destroyed the 
plane and deliberately killed 
150 people, including himself,” 
Robin told reporters. 

Investigators say Lubitz 
locked the pilot out of the cock¬ 
pit and flew the plane into a 
French mountainside after hav¬ 
ing researched suicide methods 
and cockpit door rules, and prac¬ 
tised an unusual descent. 

In a new development, Robin 
said information from Lubitz’s 
tablet PC showed he had also 
investigated vision problems, 
and “feared going blind,” which

would have ended the 27-year- 
old’s aviation career. 

Lubitz, who had a histoiy of 
depression, had seven medical 
appointments in the month be¬ 
fore the crash, including three 
with a psychiatrist, and had 
taken eight sick days off work, 
Robin said. Some of the doctors 
felt Lubitz was psychologically 
unstable, and some felt he was 
unfit to fly, but “unfortunately 
that information was not re¬ 
ported because of medical se¬ 
crecy requirements,” the pros¬ 
ecutor said.

Ex-Gitmo 
prisoner 
barred 
from plane 

A former Guantanamo inmate 
who was invited to address a 
conference on youth radical- 
ization in Montreal says he was 
prevented from boarding a flight 
in France because the aircraft 
would fly through U.S. airspace. 

Mourad Benchellali, who ad¬ 
dresses youth groups in Europe 
in a bid to dissuade them from 
joining the Islamic State or other 
groups waging holy war in Syria 
and Iraq, was not allowed to 
board the Air Transat flight from 
Lyon to Montreal. 

Air Transat said because the 
flight flies through U.S. airspace 
its personnel had to apply the 
provisions of a U.S. security pro¬ 
gram known as Secure Flight — 
a program that checks passen¬ 
gers against the U.S. No Fly list. 

Benchellali, 33, who was re¬ 
leased from the U.S. naval base 
at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, in 
July 2004, said in a telephone 
interview he was unaware he 
was on the U.S. list. He has flown 
to other destinations in Europe.

Oculus is expanding its virtual- 
reality headset to simulate the 
sensation of touch and gestur¬ 
ing as part of its quest to blur 
the lines between the fake and 
genuine world. 

The touch controllers unveiled 
Thursday by Oculus founder 
Palmer Luckey are designed to 
enable people to pick up guns, 
throw Frisbees or cany out other 
actions within the fantasy scenes 
they see through a virtual reality 
headset called the Rift. The con¬ 
trollers also will make it possible 
to point, wave inside the video 
games being played on the Rift, 
according to Luckey. 

The half-moon shaped control¬ 
lers, called Oculus Touch, will be 
showcased along with the Rift 
headset next week in Los Angeles 
at the Electronic Entertainment 
Expo, or E3, a major video game 
conference. 

“We really think Oculus Touch 


is going to surprise you,” Luckey, 
22, said. “We think they are go¬ 
ing to deliver an entirely new set 
of virtual reality experiences.” 

Besides showing off its latest 
gadgetry, Oculus provided a 
glimpse at the lineup of video 
games being designed for the 
Rift and announced a partnership

with Microsoft to make the head¬ 
set compatible with the Xbox 
console and devices running on 
the next version of the Windows 
operating system scheduled to 
be released next month. 

Oculus’ virtual-reality technol¬ 
ogy is so highly regarded that 
Faceboolc bought it for $2 bil¬ 


lion last year. 

Since that acquisition, the Rift 
has remained in a testing phase 
that has kept its early prototypes 
in the hands of video game mak¬ 
ers and computer programmers. 
The first consumer model of the 
headset won’t be released until 
sometime during the first three 
months of next year. The touch 
controllers start selling shortly 
after that, at some point between 
April and June. 

The Rift’s price hasn’t been 
announced yet, although Oculus 
has previously said the headset 
and a personal computer needed 
to power the technology will cost 
less than $1,500. The Rift package 
will also include a wireless con¬ 
troller and adapter for the new 
alliance with Microsoft, which 
is branching into another emer¬ 
ging niche of technology niche 
known as augmented reality 
with its own HoloLens headset. 

Faceboolc and Oculus called re¬ 
porters to a San Francisco studio 
Thursday for a glimpse of what 
the Rift’s consumer model will 
look like. It’s a lightweight device 
that will fit on top of a person’s 
head like a haft-helmet. Images 
are viewed through two screens 
housed inside a visor. The au¬ 


dio is piped through removable 
headphones. 

The goal is to trick people’s 
brains into believing what they 
are seeing and hearing is the real 
thing instead of a fabrication, 
said Oculus CEO Brandon Iribe, 
who started the company with 
Luckey three years ago with $2.4 
million in financing. 

The Rift’s initial target market 
will be avid video game players. 
The inaugural lineup of video 
games built for the Rift include 
titles from CCP Games, Gunfire 
Games and Insomniac Games 
that will appear to transport play¬ 
ers into space, an Arctic zone and 
a fictional land where a young 
man defends his home turf from 
a dragon. 

Luckey and Faceboolc CEO 
Mark Zuclcerberg, though, be¬ 
lieve the Oculus technology 
eventually will extend far be¬ 
yond video games to enable 
people’s avatars to attend busi¬ 
ness meetings and bring together 
friends and families in virtual 
living rooms even though they 
are many miles apart. Movie 
buffs might even be able to in¬ 
sert themselves as characters in 
their favourite flicks.

Body of American 
returned to family 


SYRIA 

Broomfield 
was fighting 
alongside 
Kurdish forces 

The body of an American who 
died fighting with Kurdish 
forces against the Islamic State 
group in Syria was handed 
over on Thursday to his family 
at a Turkish border crossing, 
a Kurdish official said. 

Hundreds of people turned 
up in the Kurdish town of Ko- 
bani to bid farewell to Keith 
Broomfield before his body 
was handed over to family 
at the Mursitpinar gate, said 
Idriss Naasan. 

Broomfield, from Massa¬ 
chusetts, died on June 3 in 
battle in a Syrian village near 
Kobani, making him likely the 


first U.S. citizen to die fight¬ 
ing alongside Kurds against 
the Islamic State group. 

He had joined the People’s 
Protection Units known as 
the YPG on Feb. 24 under the 
nom de guerre Gelhat Rumet. 
The YPG are the main Kurdish 
guerrilla battling the Islamic 
State group in Syria. 

The U.S. Department of 
State confirmed Broomfield’s 
death Wednesday but declined 
to provide any details about 
the circumstances. 

It was not immediately clear 
who from Broomfield’s family 
was there to receive his body. 
Kurds in Turkey lined the road, 
waving flags and applauding 
as the convoy carrying the 
body drove by. 

Family members spoke to 
the media on Thursday outside 
their manufacturing business 
in Bolton, Mass. They said they 
hope his body will be brought 


back to the U.S. on Saturday. 

Broomfield’s older brother, 
Andy, said he was shocked 
when his brother first told him 
about his plans but eventually 
understood his decisions. 

“He believed in opposing 
evil,” he said. “Somebody 
needs to stand up and op¬ 
pose evil.” 

His father, Tom Broomfield, 
said Keith Broomfield went 
to Syria with no contacts and 
knew it was “a crazy thing to 
do” but felt strongly that he 
needed to help in some way. 

“He just felt he should be 
going,” Tom Broomfield said. 

The fight against the Islamic 
State group has attracted doz¬ 
ens of Westerners, including 
Iraq war veterans who have 
made their way back to the 
Middle East to join Kurdish 
fighters, who have been most 
successful against the extrem¬ 
ist group.

U.S. cost of ISIL war is $2.76 


The U.S. has spent more than 
$2.7 billion on the war against 
Islamic State militants in Iraq 
and Syria since bombings 
began last August, and the aver¬ 
age daily cost is now more than 
$9 million, the Pentagon said 
Thursday. 

Releasing a detailed break¬ 
down of the costs for the first 
time, the Defence Department 
showed that the Air Force 
has borne two-thirds of the 
total spending, or more than 
$1.8 billion. The daily com¬ 
bat, reconnaissance and other 
flights eat up more than 


$5 million a day. 

The data also provided a rare 
look into the often secret spe¬ 
cial operations costs, which to¬ 
talled more than $200 million 
since August. 

The release of the spend¬ 
ing totals came as Congress 
debated and rejected legis¬ 
lation Thursday that would 
have banned spending on the 
combat operations until law¬ 
makers passed a new war pow¬ 
ers resolution. 

Military operations costs 
have grown since airstrilces 
began in Iraq in August and 


then expanded to Syria the fol¬ 
lowing month. The bulk of the 
strikes have been in Iraq as the 
U.S. and coalition strikes have 
tried to help Iraqi forces retake 
and hold key cities. 

Other total costs include 
$438 million for the Navy, 
including fighters and other 
ship support; $274 million for 
the Army, which has trainers 
and special forces troops on 
the ground; $16 million for 
military pay; $646 million for 
munitions; and $21 million for 
intelligence and surveillance

Controversial 
substances to 
vanish from 
PC, Life brands 

Loblaw Cos. Ltd. promises that 
within three and a half years, 
microbeads and two potential¬ 
ly harmful chemicals will be 
eliminated from its cosmetic 
and household products — a 
move environmentalists say has 
the company compensating for 
regulatoiy shortfalls of the fed¬ 
eral government. 

The chain, owner of various 
grocery and Shoppers Drug Mart 
stores across the country, an¬ 
nounced Thursday it aims to 
remove triclosan and phthalates, 
along with microbeads from all 
of its Life and President’s Choice 
products by the end of 2018. 

Loblaw president Galen Wes¬ 
ton said the decision was made 
as “emerging science and pub¬ 
lic opinion suggest a measured 
move away from some specific 
ingredients is prudent.” 

All three ingredients have 
faced increasing global scrutiny 
for their impact on the environ¬ 
ment and possible negative ef¬ 
fects on humans. 

Triclosan is found in antibac¬ 
terial soaps and body washes, 
toothpaste and some cosmetic 
products and is thought to con¬ 
tribute to antibiotic resistance. 


Phthalates are a family of 
chemicals used to add fragrance 
to products that include body 
lotions and nail polishes, and 
to make plastics more flexible. 
There are concerns they may 
interfere with the body’s endo¬ 
crine and reproduction systems. 

Microbeads are bits of plastic 
commonly used in facial and 
body scrubs but are so tiny they 
can’t be filtered out by water- 
treatment systems and end up 
in lakes and rivers where they 
wind up killing fish who confuse 
them with food. 

Environmental groups have 


urged Ottawa to classify mi¬ 
crobeads as a “toxic substance” 
under the Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Act, which would make it 
possible for the federal govern¬ 
ment to control their use or ban 
them altogether. 

The government said in 
March it was studying the dan¬ 
gers posed to wildlife and the 
environment by the plastic mi¬ 
crobeads but has yet to offer any 
conclusions. Federal government 
representatives did not immedi¬ 
ately respond to requests for an 
update on the study. 

While Loblaw says it could 


take three and a half years to 
phase out the ingredients com¬ 
pletely, work has already begun 
and products with the chemicals 
and microbeads will diminish 
month by month, spokesman 
Kevin Groh said in an email. 

“Our long-term deadline re¬ 
spects the task this will repre¬ 
sent for our vendors. But, if our 
ambition is any indicator, 2018 
is a conservative target,” he said. 

“In other words, we hope that 
the list of PC and Life products 
with these ingredients will be 
veiy short, veiy soon.”

Apple opens ’20s-inspired store 


To create the newest Apple store 
to sell iPhones, smartwatches and 
other modem gadgetiy, Apple 
took a look back at the 1920s. 

The new store on New York’s 
Upper East Side — opening 
Saturday — occupies part of a 
Beaux Arts building that origin¬ 
ally housed the U.S. Mortgage 
& Tmst bank. Apple sought to 
restore some of the building’s 
old grandeur by reproducing 
the original chandeliers seen 
in old photographs, restoring 
marble floors and pilasters and 
turning a bank vault into a VIP 
showroom. 

It’s all part of Apple’s effort 
to keep its stores distinct — not 
just from other retailers but from 
each other. 

And as Apple looks to open 
new stores or renovate existing 
ones — including the iconic New 
York Fifth Avenue store, with its 
distinctive glass-cube entrance 
— the company will look for 


additional ways to do that. 

“It’s no different than eveiy 
customer downloads differ¬ 
ent apps and customizes their 
phones differently,” said An¬ 
gela Ahrendts, the senior vice- 
president. 

Many retailers keep their 
stores uniform so you can rec¬ 
ognize them when visiting a new 
city or country. Even if you don’t 
see its logo, you can often tell a 
McDonald’s is a McDonald’s from 
its distinctly sloped roof. Apple 
has generic stores, too, such as 
ones in shopping malls. Many 
of Apple’s larger stores in major 
cities make heavy use of glass, 
giving them a modem, open feel. 

Although designing stores in¬ 
dividually costs more, there’s 
payoff in “a level of excitement, 
engagement and interest from 
consumers,” said Michael Ste¬ 
phenson, associate strategy dir¬ 
ector at Fitch, a branding and 
design consultancy. 


Upper East Side will be Apple’s 
266th store in the U.S. and sev¬ 
enth in New York City, a key 
market for Apple because it gets 
twice as much traffic as stores 
in other U.S. cities.

And if Canadians were look¬ 
ing for another reason not 
to trust journalists — maybe 
CBC celebrities in particular 
— you gave it to them. 

But while disappointing, 
your grossly unethical art 
dealing isn’t as nearly upset¬ 
ting to me as if it had been 
committed by, say, the likes of 
Anna-Maria Tremonti. 

She represents, far more 
than you, the journalism that 
most of us strive for. 

That journalism, for the 
record, is dogged (like the 
pursuit of Rob Ford) and self¬ 
less (like reporting from an 
Ebola-hit countiy). 

It’s about conveying as hon¬ 
est a reflection as we can gath¬ 
er of the world as it is, and 
guarding against our biases. 
It’s about direct questions, 
and demanding hill answers, 
the way you hear interviewers 
ask the same question over 
and over until they get an 
explanation. 

It’s about, increasingly, pa¬ 
tience when tiying to piy in¬ 
formation from governments 
via Access to Information 
requests. It’s about offering 
a platform to the most voice¬ 
less among us, as Maclean’s 
did last week for indigenous 
women to speak about sexual 
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assault. 

It’s about curiosity for 
eveiy aspect of this bizarre 
world, from the impacts of 
technology to the future of 
food cultivation, from the col¬ 
lisions of religious and racial 
groups in our communities to 
the mindset of ISIL leaders. 

It is about reporters who 
develop sources to get a 
stoiy, not make friends. It’s 
about reporters who respect 
and, when necessaiy, protect 
sources, not tap them for busi¬ 
ness deals (many reporters 
won’t even let you buy them a 
cup of coffee). 

In case there’s any confu¬ 
sion, it’s about scrutinizing 
power brokers on the Hill, 
not asking them to dinner. (In 
fact, some political repor¬ 
ters won’t even attend the 
Press Galleiy dinner or other 
swanky Ottawa parties to 
avoid even the suggestion of 
cosying up to the people they 
report on.) 

It’s true, we’re not ranked 
highly by Canadians, only 63 
per cent of whom respected 
us in 2012 (up, surprisingly, 
from 49 per cent in 2008). 

CBC News editor-in-chief 
Jennifer McGuire is worried 
“that any ethical lapse reflects 
badly on the entire profes¬ 
sion.” 

But I believe most Can¬ 
adians have at least a handful 
of journalists they veiy much 
trust and who they would 
never confuse for you, Evan 
Solomon.

As Dave Edmunds once war¬ 
bled, “From small things, 
baby, big things one day 
come.”

Pratt was living with a 
group of friends in a van, 
doing standup comedy and 
community theatre when he 
approached the Quest for Fire 
star. 

As Pratt recalls: “I said, ‘I 
know you. You’re a movie star, 
right?’ She said, ‘You’re cute. 
Do you act?”’ 

Chong thought he’d be a 
good fit for the part of “a 
beautiful kid to play the Brat, 
an actor who complains out 
loud about having to make 
out with an older actor, played 
by Donna Mills.” 

The film was set to roll in 
five days and after a quick au¬ 
dition, Chong offered Pratt a 
plane ticket to California and 
the role of Devon. 

“I had far more confidence 
than capability at the time,” 
he says, “but I knew I could 
do it.” 

Shot next door to Michael 
Jackson’s Neverland Ranch, 
Cursed Part 3 isn’t much of 
a movie, but Pratt made $700 
for his debut, money he in¬ 
vested in a car so he could 


drive to auditions. 

“I went from waiting tables 
in Maui to waiting tables in 
Beverly Hills,” he says of 
Cursed Part 3, “but with a 
little bit of movie experience 
under my belt.” 

The film was a stepping 
stone to bigger and better 
jobs, including the role that 
made him a star, Pawnee City 
Hall shoe-shiner Andy Dwyer 
on Parks and Recreation. 

Movie stardom was hard¬ 
er to come by. Losing block¬ 
buster roles like Avatar’s Jake 
Sully and Captain James Kirk 
of the rebooted Star Trek was 
discouraging, but he was de¬ 
termined to act. 

“People have to work,” he 
says. “I just don’t want it to 
be at a restaurant.” 

With big-budget movies on 
the way like the proposed sci- 
fi adventure Passengers with 
Jennifer Lawrence and an all- 
star remake of The Magnifi¬ 
cent Seven, it doesn’t look 
like he’ll have to dust off the 
Bubba Gump Shrimp Co. uni¬ 
form again any time soon.

When actor Thomas Mann first 
read the script for the Sundance

“It’s weird — it’s almost bet¬ 
ter to not care as much,” said 
the rising star recently in To¬ 
ronto.

“I never saw it as a cancer 
movie,” admitted Mann. “I ap¬

It marks a definite break 
from stereotypical portrayals of 
teenaged life on the big screen. 

Unlike his best-known role as 
a youth eager to obtain popu¬ 


larity by hosting a huge bash 
in the hit 2012 found-footage 
teen comedy Project X, Mann’s 
character in Me and Earl is un¬ 
abashedly anti-social — satis¬ 
fied to go unnoticed in school. 

“I think that’s more rent¬ 
able to a lot of teenagers,” said 
Mann. 

“Teenagers today are very 
self-aware and everything is 
at your fingertips, you have 
all this information so you can 
choose to do with it what you 
want. For some people, it’s 
overwhelming and they just 
find their comfort zone and 
stay there.” 

Mann is clearly not satisfied 


with remaining in his com¬ 
fort zone. Having filmed 10 
projects in the past year, the 
23-year-old actor will be head¬ 
ing right back to work along¬ 
side Charlize Theron in July on 
the medical thriller Brain on 
Fire — a role he’s particularly 
excited to portray. 

“It’s much more grown-up 
than any other character I’ve 
played,” explained Mann. 

“I’m in my 20s playing some¬ 
one in my 20s. I’ve played 17 
for the past six years so this 
is my quintessential coming- 
of-age movie and I have to 
graduate. I just can’t go back 
to high school.”

By now you’ve probably seen 
the trailers and ads teas¬ 
ing how the character Chris 
Pratt plays in Jurassic World 
has been training deadly vel- 
ociraptors to follow his com¬ 
mands. Well it turns out that 
in real life, Pratt would go 
for something a lot smaller 
and less deadly if he were go¬ 
ing to have a pet dinosaur. 

If you were to actually have 
a dinosaur of your own, 
which one would it be? 

I’d probably want something 
that wouldn’t kill me. And 
it would have to be small. 
Maybe in The Lost World, 
those ones that are like little 
rats? The little tiny guys? 

One of those, maybe two. 
That’s what I’d want. 

The only lingering ques¬ 
tion I had, which comes 
from the first movie, is why 
would you bring back rap¬ 
tors in the first place? 

I was a collector of reptiles 
as a kid.

Eating my peppers, 24 
years after their meal of 
words, I’m pleased that 
Andre’s prediction remains 
unrealized. The art of story¬ 
telling, whether it’s the 
“wonderfully odd” My Din¬ 
ner with Andre or a Holly¬ 
wood reboot of a much-be¬ 
loved franchise, still deeply 
affects us. 

The rest, as my dad likes 
to say, is just Buiclcs and 
grocery bills.

Slow West may be the un- 
lilceliest American western 
ever made. If nothing else, 
it’s probably the only western 
ever filmed in New Zealand 
by a Scottish director with a 
German-born actor in the lead. 

“I don’t think I could have 
got more away from an Amer¬ 
ican western starring Amer¬ 
icans,” laughed director John 
Maclean ahead of the film’s 
theatrical release on Friday. 
In truth however, the first¬ 
time filmmaker’s drama about 
a young Scottish immigrant 
unwittingly escorted by an 
outlaw (Michael Fassbender) 
is more authentic than most 
Hollywood westerns. 

“It felt like I had an angle 
to go in on that was slightly 


more personal to me,” said 
Maclean, after exhaustively 
researching the immigrant 
experience of the 1800s. “I 
could do something that was 
a bit more of a coming-of-age 
or love stoiy or something else 
that meant that it wasn’t just 


a western.” 

The addition of Fassbender 
surely elevates the film be¬ 
yond “just a western” as well. 
One of Hollywood’s hottest 
names, the X-Men star has 
been an unlikely collaborator 
with Maclean ever since first 


stumbling upon the Scottish 
director’s experimental short 
films through a mutual agent. 

“Michael saw something in 
them even though they had 
zero budget and (were) ambi¬ 
tious blood-spurting, samurai 
stuff,” said Maclean. While 


the former musician (he was 
a member of acclaimed 90’s 
act, The Beta Band) insists 
he would’ve made Slow West 
regardless of Fassbender’s 
involvement, he accepts it 
wouldn’t have been the Sun¬ 
dance Prize-winner it became 
without the actor. 

“The scriptwriting had to 
be good,” said Maclean. “You 
can’t turn up with some half- 
arsed script because he’s get¬ 
ting every script in Hollywood 
on his table so it means you 
really have to step up your 
game.” 

Maclean also realizes that 
Fassbender instantly improved 
the film’s performances as 
well. Having earned an Oscar 
nomination as a sadistic mas¬ 
ter in 12 Years a Slave, Fass¬ 
bender is truly one of cinema’s 
contemporary greats - an at¬ 
tribute not lost on Maclean. 

“He prepares relentlessly 
and covers all bases,” said Mac- 
lean. “(But it’s) his natural abil¬ 
ity to understand that specific 
relationship between him and 
the camera which is kind of a 
gift. It’s like footballers - their 
gift is playing football. It’s just 
like that.” 


On filming in NZ: 

"(It) was a case of shoot¬ 
ing during the summer in 
New Zealand or winter in 
Colorado" said Maclean. 
"I somehow imagined 
people would never find 
out (but) people have 
really latched on to it... 
you just hope it doesn't 
get in the way of the 
story." 

On similarities to Ingmar 
Bergman's Shame: 

"That was the film I gave 
the two actors," said 
Maclean. "(Slow West's) 
characters felt like those 
two characters in Shame. 
The shame in the ori¬ 
ginal Bergman film is the 
shame of masculinity and 
the man is hopeless and 
the woman is frustrated 
by his hopelessness."

Breast milk sharing has 
existed for as long as hu¬ 
mans have reproduced, and 
despite periods of being vir¬ 
tually abandoned in certain 
cultures, the Internet has fa¬ 
cilitated a growing exchange 
network, according to a new 
study. 

High-income, highly edu¬ 
cated white mothers make 
up the biggest demographic 
in this network of moms who 
often breastfeed each others’ 
babies. 

“I was surprised by the high 
prevalence of overlap, where 
women who were donors were 
also recipients,” says co-auth¬ 
or Beatriz Reyes-Foster a socio¬ 
cultural anthropologist at the 
University of Central Florida. 

“And many of them aren’t ex¬ 
changing milk in containers, 
they’re cross-nursing.” 

Cross-nursing, the technical 
term for feeding a baby that’s 


not your own, is not to be 
confused with wet-nursing, 
which is a professional ser¬ 
vice that is less sought after 
today than in the past. 

Breastfeeding is enjoying 
increasing popularity thanks 
to research that says breast 
milk is good for children, 
making them resistant to dis¬ 
ease both early and later in 
life. Sharing works for women 
who can’t produce their own 
milk. 

Sharing that takes place 
between strangers who meet 
on the Internet is risky, critics 
say. That occurs more rarely 
than previously thought, ac¬ 
cording to the study, which 
also found that monetary ex¬ 
changes occur less often than 
no-strings-attached sharing. 

“The medical community 
seems to have a perception 
that women are buying or 
obtaining breast milk from 
anyone who will provide it 
and that they can find on 
the Internet, says co-author 
Shannon Carter of UCF. “We 
found milk sharing to be a 
much more complex process, 
involving friends, friends of 
friends, and hybrid online/off-

Jimmy Fallon spends his even¬ 
ings as host of NBC’s The To¬ 
night Show, having fits of 
laughter with Bradley Coop¬ 
er, pretending to be a teenage 
girl whose favourite word is 
“Ew!” and coming up with 
hashtags, but the favourite 
part of his day is when he’s at 
home, reading to his almost 
2-year-old daughter, Winnie 
Rose.

“It’s a really good bonding 
moment.

Now he’s adding his own 
book to that inventory — Your 
Baby’s First Word Will Be Dada 
(Feiwel & Friends), available in 
hardcover or as a board book. 

“It’s a secret mission that 
no one really discusses when 
you have a baby. What’s baby’s 
first word gonna be? These 
days the baby’s first word is 
normally iPad,” he joked. 

Fallon said he was blatantly 
obvious trying to get Winnie 
to say “dada.” 

“I tried to trick my daugh¬ 
ter into saying dada because I 
wanted it to be her first word. 
I would call everything ‘dada.’ 
I’d point to her bottle and go 
‘dada,’ and I’d point to her 
food and say ‘dada.’ I really 
didn’t care if she was smart or 
anything. I just wanted her to 
say that for the history books,” 
he said.

Hollywood star Bradley Coop¬ 
er is teaming with Graham 
King, producer of Argo, and 
Todd Phillips, director of The 
Hangover trilogy, to bring 
Dan Simmons’ novel Hyperi¬ 
on to SyFy as a series.

says Cox, who has — under¬ 
standably — been sworn to 
secrecy since filming the latest 
batch of episodes wrapped a 
few months ago. 

Lucky for us, she is at least 
willing to tease a little bit 
of information. “The third 
season was my favourite of 
all three seasons to shoot,” 
she says. “I think we just got 
deeper into who Sophia is, 
what makes her tick. I got to 
do some stuff that I’ve never 
gotten to do before that I’ve al¬ 
ways wanted to do on camera.” 

But it’s not just the trajec¬ 
tory of her character, Sophia, 
that had her so impressed. 

“Just the stories hit me 
in my gut, every single one. 
Every script I read I would 
just sit in my apartment — or 
on a plane, I was on a lot of 
planes — just being so moved 
to my core,” Cox says. “There 
was one episode where I was 
like, ‘OK this is really ser¬ 
ious. This is bigger than me.’ 
I have to really honour the 
stoiy, and you have to connect 
with something bigger than 
you. That’s what it’s really 
all about.” 

While we can only guess 
— for now — what that epi¬ 


sode is all about, it’s good to 
know that Cox shares a desire 
familiar to a lot of fans of the 
series. “I’ve told (series cre¬ 
ator) Jenji (Kohan) I want to 
be in the writers’ room, but 


that’s never going to happen,” 
Cox says. 

“I would just love to see 
how they do it. Are there cards 
or something? Just in terms 
of all these characters and 


keeping them organized and 
keeping the stories weaving 
together? That is my dream, 
to get in there. Eventually, 
eventually.” 

With its much-anticipated 


third season in the offing and 
plenty of critical success and 
awards love, Cox feels confi¬ 
dent in doing a little back- 
patting, especially given how 
Netflix and binge-watching 
have changed viewers’ ap¬ 
proach towards TV. 

“It was 2013 when we pre¬ 
miered. Things have changed 
a lot in terms of the culture, 
and I love that we’re kind of 
at the forefront of it,” she says. 

With a mostly female cast 
including an impressive num¬ 
ber of women of colour, the 
show is also at the forefront 
of the changing face of TV, 
something Cox is happy to 
see happening — but under 
one condition.

New sci-li series 
offers plenty of 
mystery, even 
for its cast 

Ten years after Melissa O’Neil 
won Canadian Idol, she’s back 
\ on TV, this time starring on 
the new Space series Dark 
Matter. 

It’s uncharted territory, ad¬ 
mits the Calgary-bred singer, 
“I’ve learned so much and 
I feel so fulfilled creatively,” 
she says. “I’m really savouring 
every bit of it.” 

The Toronto-shot series cen¬ 
tres on the crew of a derelict 
spaceship who awaken with 
no memories of who they are 
or how they got there. 

She plays Two, who emer¬ 
ges as the tough and deter¬ 
mined leader of the group. 
Then there’s Three, played by 
Anthony Lemke, a mercenary 
who only looks out for himself. 
The series was created by 
Joseph Mallozzi and Paul 
Mullie, also behind the Dark 
Matter graphic novel and the 
Stargate franchise. Before the 


show’s premiere Friday, O’Neil 
and Lemke chatted about set 
secrets, spaceships and sing-a- 
long sci-fi. 

How much did you know as 
filming unfolded? Were you 
as in the dark as the charac¬ 
ters are? 

Lemke: When we started 
shooting, absolutely we 
were. We had read a number 
of episodes ahead as actors 
but one of the things that Joe 
and Paul did very, very well 
was keep secrets. Boy did 
they ever. Right up until the 
last episode of the show, the 
big cliffhanger. We literally 
had no idea how that was 
going to go until it was shot, 
on the last day of shooting. 

How about you, Melissa? 

Did not having a backstory 
make it hard to dig into 
your character? 

O’Neil: I had this hunch 
about my character and I felt 
very strongly that if this was 
correct, I needed to know it. 
And Joe, Paul and I went out 
for dinner one night and I 
posed the question to them 
and I was quite adamant and 
forthcoming about how I felt 


that this was crucial informa¬ 
tion for me to know — if it 
did end up in fact being true 
— and they held their cards 
really close. 

And were you right? 

O’Neil: My hunch was cor¬ 
rect. But that’s all I can say. 

Did that change the way you 
approached the character? 

O’Neil: Occasionally yes.... 

The same thing was hap¬ 
pening with the character 
Two — as she moves along 
in the season she definitely 
experiences this sense about 
herself. And I won’t say too 
much more about that. 

Anthony, what did you latch 
onto in playing Three? 

Lemke: In a way he’s a very 
simple guy on the surface. 
He’s the guy who literally 
says exactly what he thinks 
all the time and damn the 
consequences.... He’s an 
ends-justifies-the-means kind 
of guy ... the thing that gets 
us to survive until tomorrow 
is the right thing. 

You know, we’ve seen that 
type of character before in 
sci-fi. Han Solo is an easy 


reference, for sure, and that 
loolcing-out-for-number-one 
kind of dude is who Three 
is set up to be. And as with 
all the other characters, who 
he’s set up to be is not his 
entire story. 

Is the series confined to the 
ship? 

O’Neil: We do get off the 
ship sometimes, we land on 
planets. But it is a ship-based 
show and what’s exciting 
about that is we don’t 
have that on television 
right now — a ship- 
based drama that’s filled 
with a lot of humour as 
well. 

I think audiences are go¬ 
ing to be excited to return 
to that kind of a format. And 
our ship is incredible. It’s 
absolutely fantastic when 
you look at it on screen. 

I don’t suppose there’s go¬ 
ing to be any singing? 

Lemke: We tried hard! 
Honestly, we were cam¬ 
paigning with Joe to get a 
musical episode in there. I 
think we’re going to have 
to wait until Season 3.

Eveiy once in a while, a film 
comes along that proves truth 
is stranger than fiction. 

The Wolfpack is one of those 
movies. Shot over four years by 
director Crystal Moselle, the 
Grand Juiy Prize winner at this 
year’s Sundance Film Festival fol¬ 
lows six brothers who grew up 
in a tiny Manhattan apartment 



that their father forbade them to 
leave. There, the siblings were 
socialized solely through Holly¬ 
wood movies — which they 
soon began recreating word 
by word. 

Metro caught up with Moselle 
to find out how she broke into 
the wolfpack and discovered 
the incredible stoiy. 

You met the Angulo brothers 
on the street but how soon 
did they open up about their 
quarantined upbringing? 

They were pretty open (but) 
I’m a veiy optimistic, open 
person so I wasn’t really 
looking for darkness. There 
was nothing that alarmed 
me once I got into their 
house. They just had 
this all this incredible 
art eveiywhere and it took 


about a year and a half before 
I started interviewing them 
(and one of them) revealed 
some stuff that started to peel 
away the layers. 


Why did you take such a neu¬ 
tral approach with regards 
to their father? 


there’s a good and evil. 
There’s many shades to 
somebody. He might not 
outright say it, but I know 
that he feels some remorse 
for what happened in the 
past. I feel like there’s a lot 
of room for people to 

read into 


what’s happening and I don’t 
have to straight-out say it. 


What did you think when 
you first saw the brothers’ 
film recreations? 

They told me, “We do that 
movie JFK,” and I was like, 
what does that even 


mean? When I first met 
them, they were (re-enacting) 
Platoon inside the fountain 
in Washington Square Park. 
They were in all their clothes 
and going crazy. The thing is, 
they didn’t film that many of 
their re-enactments. It was 
really just this process of be¬ 
coming these characters and 
living through them. 

Well, they are certainly good 
actors. 

They are amazing. I mean, 
their method is funny be¬ 
cause they have to relive 
scenes exactly how it is in 
movies. If you gave them 
a script of a movie, they’d 
be like, ‘No, no, it has to be 
exactly like the movie.”

Storied British actor Christo¬ 
pher Lee, who made a career 
out of playing the most evil 
of villains, including Saruman 
the White Wizard in Lord of 
the Rings, has died. He was 93. 

Younger fans will remember 
him as the fierce and demented 
wizard who battled Gandalf 
(Sir Ian McKellan) in LOTR or 
as Count Doolcu in Star Wars. 

Lee, however, had a long 
history of playing bad guys 
and monsters before those two 
blockbuster franchises. 

The tributes are pouring 
in, including one from Brit¬ 
ish Prime Minister David Cam¬ 
eron, who tweeted: “Saddened 
to hear of Sir Christopher Lee’s 
death, a titan of Golden Age 
of Cinema & distinguished 
WW2 veteran who’ll be greatly 
missed.” 

The London-born Lee, who 
died this past Saturday, hit it 
big from the 1950s through the 
’70s playing Dracula, Frank¬ 
enstein’s monster and the 
Mummy for Hammer Films. 

He played the fiendish crim¬ 
inal genius Fu Manchu in five 
films, the villain Scaramanga in 
the James Bond movie The Man 
with the Golden Gun (1974) 
and, in a rare departure from 
cinematic wickedness, gave 
life to the fictional detective 
Sherlock Holmes in a couple 
of films.

He played the evil Count 
Dooku, fighting Jedi knights in 
Star Wars: Episode II - Attack 
of the Clones (2002) and Star 
Wars: Episode III - Revenge of 
the Sith (2005). And the power- 
hungry wizard Saruman in 
director Peter Jackson’s The 
Lord of the Rings trilogy in 
2001, 2002 and 2003 and in 
The Hobbit: An Unexpected 
Journey (2012) and The Hob¬ 
bit: The Battle of the Five Ar¬ 
mies (2014). 

He also appeared in cult Brit¬ 
ish TV series, The League of 
Gentlemen. Its creator, Mark 
Gatiss, tweeted that Lee was 
always “criminally underrated.” 

He was most closely associ¬ 
ated with the role of Dracula, 


dispensing with the nobility 
Lugosi had given the role and 
adopting a more beastly, lust¬ 
ful bearing as he dispensed 
with various buxom victims. 
He played the blood-suclcing 
count in several movies spawn¬ 
ing decades. 

Lee brought to his monsters 
a sense of pitifulness that he 
called “the loneliness of evil.” 
Despite being a master of the 
horror genre, Lee did not even 
like the word. 

“It implies something nau¬ 
seating, revolting, disgusting 
— which one sees too often 
these days. I prefer the word 
fantasy,” he told the New York 
Times in 2002.

A trip to the park is 
best coupled with a visit to the world-class Royal Tyrrell Museum in nearby Drumheller.

In 2000, two boys found dinosaur footprints 
in the rock near this small town in northeast¬ 
ern British Columbia's Peace River district. 
Their find led to further discoveries of dino¬ 
saur bones and footprints. Visitors can sign 
up for tours to see the trackways and can 
visit the local museum that houses dinosaur 
skeletons and displays.

Along the southern shore of Quebec's Gaspe 
Peninsula lies the Parc national de Migua- 
sha. The scenic provincial park preserves 
a natural heritage site that is rich in fossils 
from the Devonian Period, a time known as 
the Age of Fishes. Fossils on display at the 
impressive visitors' centre include plenty of 
fearsome-looking fish, but also some of our 
planet's first plant and air-breathing animals 
as life moved from water to land. 



$Joggins Fossil 
Centre, N.S. 


The highest tides in the world erode the cliff 
face along the beach in Joggins, N.S., on 
the Bay of Fundy, slowly revealing a treas¬ 
ure trove of fossils from the Carboniferous 
Period. Among the finds are some of the 
first reptiles to roam the Earth. Visitors can 
view fossils in the site's museum and tour 
the beach to see recent finds in the cliff face. 



0 T-Rex Discovery 
Centre, Sask. 


Scotty is the name of the first Tyrannosaurus 
rex skeleton unearthed in Saskatchewan. 
His 65-million-year-old bones and those of 
other Cretaceous creatures are on display 
at the T-Rex Discovery Centre in Eastend. 
This state-of-the-art centre operated by the 
Royal Saskatchewan Museum also houses 
a display of fossils from the post-dinosaur 
period. Visitors can also tour a quarry to see 
fossils or join day-dig programs.

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Revered valley 
draws campers

Alberta’s Writing-on-Stone 
Provincial Park is home to the 
largest concentration of rock 
art on the North American 
Plains and is as sacred to the 
local Blackfoot tribes as Mecca 
is to Muslims. 

The destination: The park 
sits on the southern edge 
of the Canadian Badlands, a 
20-minute drive from the bor¬ 
der with Montana. 

A hike through the hoodoos, 
rusty-coloured sandstone rock 
eroded into giant mushrooms, 


feels otherworldly. Paddling or 
floating down the Milk River, 
which runs through the park, 
offers visitors an incredible 
view of this revered valley. 

But the highlight of any visit 
is a guided hike. Hundreds of 
paintings (pictographs) and 
thousands of rock carvings 
(petroglyphs) on the steep val¬ 
ley walls tell the story of the 
Blackfoot people over thou¬ 
sands of years. As a culture 
that relies on oral tradition 
to survive, it was fascinating 


to hear our guide, Deserae Yel¬ 
low Horn, interpret the scenes 
played out on the rock faces as 
told to her by generations of 
Blackfoot elders and relatives. 
She also explained the valley 
is sacred because it is home 
to the spirits of her ancestors 
who communicate with those 
inhabiting the living world 
through the rock art. 

The accommodation: Camp¬ 
ing in the park is the only op¬ 
tion, but it got a whole lot

more comfortable this year 
with the introduction of three 
comfort camping sites. 

Built on wooden platforms, 
the canvas-tented structures 
provide all the necessities of 
home: a fridge and fan, pots 
and pans, and a bed with pil¬ 
lows and linens. It’s a great 
option for people who prefer 
their creature comforts or for 
travellers who want to incor¬ 
porate a little outdoors into 


their vacation without having 
to lug along all the equipment. 

A gas barbeque and fire pit 
made it easy to throw together 
a meal of barbecued shrimp 
kabobs. Watching the sun set 
over the hoodoos while we ate 
was an added bonus. 

The journey: The park is about 
a three and a half hour drive 
south of Calgary, but I recom¬ 
mend a pit stop at the Alberta 


Birds of Prey Centre in Coal- 
dale. Owned and operated by 
Colin Weir for the last 25 years, 
this rehabilitation centre is 
home to a variety of hawks, 
owls and even ducks. 

In addition to watching a 
flying demonstration starring 
Lincoln the bald eagle, visitors 
are invited to feed, bathe and 
hold some of the birds. I even 
managed to share a kiss with 
a burrowing owl.

Ecclesiastical escape

Glasgow 
Cathedral 
delivers break 
from city life 

The 18th-century writer Dan¬ 
iel Defoe called Glasgow “the 
dear green place” although it 
may not feel that way if you’re 
caught up in the bustle of busy 
Sauchiehall Street or logging 
a long day of meetings in the 
merchant city. 

But step into Glasgow Cath¬ 
edral and you’re transported to 
a hushed sanctuary that com¬ 
pels you to slow your stride and 
soak in the atmosphere of a 
medieval masterpiece that had 
already stood for hundreds of 
years by the time Defoe, best 
known as the author of Rob¬ 
inson Crusoe, visited. 

Set near the city centre, the 
cathedral mostly dates from 
the 13th century, although the 
histoiy of the spot as a sacred 
place goes back to the fifth 
centuiy. The remains of Glas¬ 
gow’s patron saint, St. Mungo, 


are believed to be buried on the 
site. There are some interest¬ 
ing stained glass windows, in¬ 
cluding the great west window 
in the nave which shows the 
creation story from the Bible. 
Fragments of earlier buildings 
are on display in the lower 
church. 

Admission is free, although 
donations are accepted, and 
volunteer guides can be found 
in the summer. Hit the church 
at just the right time and you 
may hear its celebrated choir 
practising. 

Marvel at monuments 

For even more serenity, cross 
the street to the Glasgow Ne¬ 
cropolis, a 37-acre cemetery 
that is home to thousands of 
striking monuments arranged 
on a grassy, green hill. It’s an 
ideal place to spend a couple 
of hours enjoying sweeping 
views of the city. The Friends 
of Glasgow Necropolis offers 
tours, but Ruth Johnston, chair 
of the volunteer Friends group, 
says the cemetery is also “a 
beautiful place just to walk 
around without knowing any¬ 
thing about it.” 


Highlights of the Necrop¬ 
olis include a monument to 
John Knox, the fieiy reforma¬ 
tion preacher considered the 
founder of the Presbyterian 
church (though his remains are 
actually buried in Edinburgh) 
and the “green man,” a giant 
face sculpted on a grassy bank. 

Knowing the back stories of 
past Glaswegians can add an 
extra fillip to your outing. Take 
the grave of William Harper 
Minnoch, marked with an or¬ 
dinary family headstone but 
linked to a sensational stoiy. 
Minnoch was the fiance of no¬ 
torious Glasgow socialite Mad¬ 
eleine Smith at the time she 
was accused of poisoning her 
lover, Pierre Emile L’Angelier 
in the mid-1800s. The ensu¬ 
ing trial ended in the Scot¬ 
tish verdict of “not proven,” 
and Smith’s culpability has 
intrigued crime fans ever since. 

Also close by is the St. Mungo 
Museum of Religious Life and 
Art. 

If all that spirituality leaves 
you feeling in need of mortal 
sustenance, the nearby Cath¬ 
edral House Hotel has a bar and 
restaurant, the associated press

You have registered for camp and figured 
out the best route to get your child to and 
from for the duration. 

But don’t forget the important job of 
packing your child’s backpack for the day, 
whether it’s just for a few hours or an all-day 
venture. Sometimes snacks or lunches are 
included at camp, but most often they aren’t, 
so you will have to consider all the gear your 
child will need for a safe, comfortable and 
happy time away. 

Start with basic clothing for all condi¬ 
tions — swimwear, sun hat and a light 
jacket — at the bottom of the bag. That way 
your camper will be comfortable rain or 


shine. And don’t forget the bug repellant and 
sunscreen. 

“Always wear a hat and sunscreen,” says 
Angeline Webb of the Canadian Cancer Soci¬ 
ety Alberta/NWT division. “Skin can become 
damaged from a young age, so it’s import¬ 
ant to take preventive measures. There’s no 
such thing as a safe tan — tanned skin isn’t 
healthy — your normal, everyday skin tone 
is the goal. So let’s provide an environment 
where kids can make healthy choices.” 

While parents may be tempted to drop 
more treats into a summer backpack than 
during the school year, experts say to keep 
it healthy, yet creative. A healthy lunch 


keeps active kids alert and focused and gives 
them the nutrition they need. But no matter 
how healthy, it won’t provide any value if it 
doesn’t get eaten, according to the website 
Healthy Kids. 

Good choices for the lunch box include 
fresh fruit and crunchy vegetables, starchy 
rice, potato or pasta, and lean protein (egg, 
beef or chicken). Add a low-fat dairy option 
and a bottle of water to keep hydrated and, 
especially in the summer heat, freeze the 
water bottle first, which will keep your 
lunch box and child nice and cool. For a 
treat, try a small bag of dried fruit, rice 
cakes or popcorn, experts say. 


Don’t forget, there is often a snack-malc- 
ing component at a summer day camp, or 
a much-needed break for a frozen treat or 
cookie, so kids are likely to get a sweet hit. 
It’s better to keep your lunch box as healthy 
as possible, experts says. 

In hot weather, food safety can be an 
issue, so choose an insulated lunch box, and 
try to ensure perishable food is eaten within 
four hours — if a fridge is available, use it. 

Finally, make sure the pack is comfort¬ 
able, but big enough to bring home any 
materials, crafts, etc., that the proud camper 
will be carrying home.

Career camps offer opportunities for Metis

Rupertsland Institute provides opportun¬ 
ities for Metis youth (ages 15 to 18, who are 
returning to school in the fall) from across 
Alberta to participate in exciting career 
camps this summer. 

The popular environmental career camp is 
a working camp at Hinton’s Black Cat Ranch, 
geared to those interested in experiencing 
outdoor career options. Activities like rock 
climbing, horseback riding and canoeing are 
offered, and the sessions teach leadership, 
responsibility and teamwork, even providing 
a chance to earn high school credits, safety 
tickets and a wage. 

New this year, the exploring culinary 
opportunities camp (partnering with NAIT) 
also runs at Hinton’s Black Cat Ranch. With 
the goal of providing participants with emer¬ 
gency first aid certification, career exposure 
and team building, students will learn the 
basics of cooking and using kitchen tools in 
addition to typical camp experiences. 


“A lot of youth have first jobs in hospital¬ 
ity and the food industry,” says Kristena 
Belcourt, provincial program manager of the 
Rupertsland Institute. “This camp can give 
them the skills to make an informed choice 
about whether they want a career in food 
service or the culinary arts. 

“All programs are geared toward skill 
building and potential employment. We 
hope the camps get the youth thinking.” 

Space remains in all summer programs, 
including a health sciences career camp, 
entrepreneurial art for youth, transition to 
post-secondary, Grande Prairie Aboriginal 
student job shadow program, and exploring 
future career camp. 

Programs of note for 18 to 30 year olds 
Metis include Metis youth leadership, and 
emergency services preparation.

Regular programs for Metis older than 18 
include truck driver training and a 16-week 
pre-apprenticeship program in the trades. 


Programs in the planning stage include 
power line technician and pre-trades carpen¬ 
try.

WOMEN'S WORLD CUP 

Canucks 
produce many 
chances but fall 
short of 2nd win 

Canada settled for a 0-0 draw 
with New Zealand at the 
Women’s World Cup on Thurs¬ 
day, unable to turn its edge in 
possession and scoring chances 
into maximum points. 

The game had plenty of 
drama with a weather delay, 
Canadian goal called back and 
both sides hitting the crossbar, 
with the woodwork denying a 
New Zealand penalty kick. 

Inability to finish has been an 
issue for Canada, which needed 
a stoppage-time penalty kick 
from captain Christine Sinclair 
to dispatch China 1-0 in the 
tournament opener. 

But this time there was no 
last-minute happy ending for 
the home team although Sin¬ 
clair had several chances to end 
the deadlock, including an 85th- 
minute shot that went wide. 

Still the single point all but 
assures Canada (1-0-1) of advan¬ 
cing to the second round, but 
the order of finish in Group A 
will go down to the wire. 

The point was only the 
second at the World Cup for 
New Zealand. The first came 
four years ago when John Herd- 
man, now Canada’s coach, was

at the Kiwi helm. 

Canadian giveaways at the 
back suggested there is work 
to do. Better teams will pun¬ 
ish such mistakes. Herdman 
took off centre back Lauren 
Sesselmann in the 68th minute, 
inserting veteran Carmelina 
Moscato. 

Canada’s Kadeisha Buchan¬ 
an showed her defensive class 
with a key tackle in the 65th 
minute, poking the ball away 
as a New Zealand player slashed 
towards goal. 

In Group A, Canada leads 
with four points, China and the 
Netherlands each have three 
and New Zealand has one. 

The Canadians leave Friday 
for Montreal where they will 
wrap up pool play Monday 
against the Dutch at Olympic 
Stadium. New Zealand faces 
China that same day in Win¬ 
nipeg. 

The Canadians and New Zea¬ 
landers warmed up in a down¬ 
pour. The rain continued, and 
as thunder rumbled, the contest 
was halted in the fourth minute 
due to the threat of lightning. 

The game resumed 30 min¬ 
utes later under sunshine.

Keith, Hedman 
emerge as 
front-runners 
for playofFMVP 

When Jonathan Quick was a 
brick wall for the Los Angeles 
Kings in 2012, the Conn Smythe 
Trophy was undoubtedly his. The 
same went for the Boston Bruins’ 
Tim Thomas in 2011. 

“Thomas was outstanding,” 
said Rick Bowness, an assistant 
coach for the 2011 Vancouver 
Canucks. “It was an automatic.” 

Now Bowness is an associ¬ 
ate coach with the Tampa Bay 
Lightning and there’s no auto¬ 
matic Conn Smythe winner in 
this Stanley Cup final against 
the Chicago Blackhawks. Goal- 
tenders aren’t among the front¬ 
runners, and each team’s top 
scorers have been held down 
in the series. 

Victor Hedman and Duncan 
Keith have been the most dom¬ 
inant players, and this will likely 
be the first year a defenceman 
wins the Conn Smythe since 
Scott Niedermayer in 2007. Only 
four have won it in the past 20 
seasons. 

“A lot of it has to do if you’re 
scoring goals or if you’re con¬ 
tributing offensively or you’re 
a goaltender and you’re pre¬ 
venting goals, I think people 
see you in a different way,” 2002 
Conn Smythe winner Nicldas Lid- 
strom said in a phone interview 
from Sweden. “When you’re 


defending, you might end up 
preventing a goal by making a 
good defensive play. 

“But goal-scorers or setting up 
goals, I think you get more recog¬ 
nition than what defence does.” 

Like Hedman and Keith, 
Niedermayer, Lidstrom, Scott 
Stevens and Brian Leetch had 
to be disproportionate differ¬ 
ence-makers to win it. Drew 
Doughty of the Los Angeles Kings 


probably had the best case since 
Niedermayer a year ago, but “Mr. 
Game 7” Justin Williams got the 
Conn Smythe. 

With the Cup final tied 2-2 go¬ 
ing into Game 5 Saturday night, 
Jonathan Toews is still a strong 
candidate if the Blackhawks win 
and Tyler Johnson if the Light¬ 
ning win. But Keith and Hedman 
have been so good it would al¬ 
most be an upset if neither won. 


“You don’t get to this stage 
without having elite goaltending, 
elite defencemen and elite for¬ 
wards,” Bowness said Thursday. 
“Duncan Keith, I love watching 
him play. 

“Victor Hedman, I’ve never 
seen a guy six-foot-six, 230, skate 
like he does. He’s dominant be¬ 
cause of his size, his skating 
ability. He’s definitely a No. 1.”

Players bristle at idea of banning beards

Lightning captain Steven 
Stamkos understands the 
thinking behind it, but can’t 
support banning the beard. 

“It’s such a long-lasting trad¬ 


ition,” Stamkos said. “Obvious¬ 
ly hockey is not one of the 
more recognizable sports, es¬ 
pecially in the States with some 
of the other pro leagues that 
they have. But we’re gaining 
interest.
